“The provision with reference to the 
fixing of rates authorizes the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to hear 
complaints of discrimination made 
against common carriers, and directs 
that any definite order made by the 
commission after such hearing, declar- 
ing a rate regulation or practice to be 
just and reasonable shall become oper- 
ative and be observed by the party or 
parties against whom it is made within 
thirty days after notice. Appeal to the 
United States Circuit Courts and to the 
Supreme Court of the United States is 
authorized. The latter court is given 
authority to suspend or revoke a rate 
order made by the commission upon ap- 
plication by parties affected, and all 
such orders are limited to one year's 
duration. 

“The section of the bill concerning 
pooling provides that “It shall be law- 
ful for any two or more carriers to 
arrange between and among them- 
selves for the establishment or mainte- 
nance of rates. It also shall be law- 
ful for such carriers to agree by con- 
tract in writing filed with the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission upon the 
division of their traffic or earnings, or 
both.“

Crews of Three Barges 
Lost in Storm. 


One Woman and Twelve 
Men the Victims. 


Rescued from L Schepp—Good 
Work of Life Savers— Hope 
for Claverdale. 


[BY THE FEW ASSOCIATED PRESS. P.M.) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 4.—There is every 
reason to believe that three barges, 
coal-iaden, from Newport News for 
Boston, have been lost at sea as a re- 
sult of the storm of Sunday night, and 
that thirteen persons comprising the 
crews have perished. 

The barges were the Antelope, Belle 
of Oregon and Mystic Belle. They 
were in tow of the tug Richmond, and 
the finding of a piece of wreckage 
Dearing the letters “O. P. EK.“ lends 
confirmation to other evidence at hand. 
During the height of the blow the 
Richmond's heavy towing hawser 
snapped and the barges went adrift 
off Fire Island. Each barge had on 
board three sallors. Besides these there 
was Capt. Miller and his wife, who 
acted as cook on the barge Antelope; 
Capt. Harling, on the Belle of Orégon, 
and Capt. Rogers on the Mystic Belle, 
a total of thirteen persons. 

The tug Richmond, Capt. McConnell, 
reached Newport; R. I., today. Capt. 
McConnell states that he was well out 
to sea with his tow at 6 o'clock on Sun- 
day night, off the Long Island coast, 
when the rope from the forward barge 
parted, and the barges were blown 
away from the tug. 

Capt. McConnell said he did not give 
up hope of rescuing the men on the 
barges until it became too dark for 
him to distinguish them. The tug 
then made for Newport. 

Capt. McConnell thinks the barges 
and these aboard them have been lost. 
CREW OF L’SCHEPP SAVED.

more than the contract price. 


NATIONAL IRRIGATION BILL.. 
As The Times bas already stated, 
the compromise irrigation bill now 
before Congress is unsatisfactory in 
several of its features. Writing on 
this subject. George H. Maxwell, 
executive chairman of the National 
Irrigation Association. says: 
“The whole strength of all the 
friends of the national irrigation 
movement can safely be centered 
upon a united effort to secure the ap- 
propriations, as specifically recom- 
mended by the Secretary of the In- 
terior in his annual report, to wit, 
$250,000 for the United States Geolog 
ical Survey and $2,600,000 to dull 
San Carios, California-Nevada, and St. 
Marys’ reservoirs and canals. 
“But when we come to consider a 
general irrigation bill we must pro-

In its present shape 
the Compromise Committee Bill, pre- 
pared by a subcommittee of Western 
members. but which has not yet been 
approved by the general committee, 
is fundamentally wrong. and the 
friends of national irrigation should 
see to it that it is amended and made 
right.”

ALE OF THE WATER BONDS. 

The citizens of Los Angeles are 
to be congratulated upon the sale of 
the $2,000900 of water bonds, the 
prompt transfer of the waterworks 
property to the city, and the satis- 
factory closing up of the entire deal. 
It was a clear-cut, businesslike trans- 
action first to last. and it dis- 
posed of the question as the people 
of Los Angeles desired to have it dis- 
posed of, as indicated by their votes 
in favor of municipal ownership on 
several different occasions. 

Thus, after long delay, the people 
have at last come into full possession 
of their own. The result has shown 
the wisdom of not proceeding” has- 
tily, upon the failure to dispose of the 
bonds readily after they were issued. 
It shows that the faith reposed by 
the Council and the public in our 
officia] representatives who were sent 
East to complete the sale was. not 
misplaced. It also shows that ill- 
timed and unjust were the criticisms 
of the Council, in certain quarters, 
because of the unavoidable delay in 
disposing of the bonds, and how un- 


the issue of 3% per cent. bonds re- 
called. and to have a new proposition 
for bonds at 4 per cent. submitted to 
the people. 

This ill-considered advice, had it 
been followed, would have resulted in 
a total loss to the city of not less 
than $100,000 in interest alone, by 
reason of the difference of K per 
cent. which has veen saved to the city 
by adhering to the 3% per cent 
bonds. Then there would have 
been the tedious delay incidental to 
the calling and holding of another 
special election, and the heavy cost 
of such election. Meanwhile, the city 
would have continued to pay 7 per 
cent. interest to the water company 
on $2,000,000, the amount to be paid 
to the company under the terms of 
the compromise agreement. This 
latter item alone would have 
amounted to nearly $2700 per week. 

It is not possible to state at this 
moment in exact figures what the 
saving to the city has been by reason 
of the compromise agreement entered 
into some nve months ago, which 
agreement has eventusted in the 
complete acquisition of the water- 
works by the city. Approximate 
figures are given elsewhere, showing 
that the total receipt for water rates, 
Ste., for the period named, were 212. 
971. The running expenses, exten- 
sions, etc, aggregate about $60,000, 
and the interest paid to the vat 
company amoun.s to $58,398. The 
accounts of the company show a net 
cash credit to the city of about 885, 
000. The city, of course, owns the 
extensions and improvements which 
have been made since the compromise 
agreement was entered into; hence, 
the net gain to the city from the 
time when the agreement went into 
effect to the date of transfer of the 
waterworks property, is considerably 
in excess of $100,000. 

Now that the city has come into 
full and undisputed possession of the 


| water plant, the question of adminis- 


tering the same becomes one of vital 
importance. The people look to the 
Council to protect their interests in 
this matter to the fullest extent, by 
providing a businesslike and efficient 
administration of the new municipal 
department, abso. 1tely independent of 
political control. The water plant 
is the property of the people, and the 
proper and enicient management of 
this property is a sacred trust, which 
the people commit to their official 
representatives, the Mayor and the 
Council. They expect that the offi- 
cials ot the city government will 
honestly and to the best of their 
ability discharge this sacred obliga- 
tion. The people have a right to de- 
mand absolute fidelity on the part of 
their representatives in this matter, 
and they will be satisfied with nothing 
less. i
